A Dialectical Self-Portrait were revised/re-fomed On 366 of 
the days in the period September 1, 1976—August 31, 

1978. The chart on the following page shows the 366 

days in that 24-month period on which those 366 re-formations/ 
revisions were effected. The top line of the chart refers to 

the 24 months of the two-year period September 1, 1976— 
August 31, 1978. "S6" refers to September 1976, "06" 
refers to October 1976, "N6" refers to November 1976, 

and so on. Listed below each of the month/year indicators 
are the days for each of the months in question. The 30 
numbers (1-30) below "S6" refer to the 30 days of September 
1976, for example. The first of the two horizontal rows 

of numbers at the bottom of the chart indicates monthly 
totals. In September 1976, for example, three of the com- 
ponents of Response to Parade Harmonies: A Dialectical 


Self-Portrait were re-formed (one on the 27th, one on the 


29th and one on the 30th). In October 1976, ten of the 
components of that work were revised, and so on. The 
horizontal row of numbers at the very bottom of the chart 
indicates the running total of revisions completed. By
